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God is in everything and everywhere 
manifest, whether we so realize and be- 
lieve or not; we live, move and have our 
very Deing continued in and through 
Пип; we cannot gainsay this, try as we 
тау; He Is Omnipresence, and squirm 
as we please, Ilis Spirit is in everything 
and everywhere manifest. Evil arises, 
not from God nor His Spirit, nor of His 
Will, but rather, as a result of man's 
disposition to upset, the natural order of 
things, by endeavoring to place limita- 
tions upon the Natural trend of Mind, 
Soul and Spirit in every day and Con- 
tinuous Expression, as well as manifes- 
tation of the ALL GOOD of Creation. 
Were man capable of the faintest com- 
prehension of the general good of the 
Inasses, as against the pusillanimous 
limitations preseribed by the Classes for 
each other’s obedience, there would un- 
doubtedly be more of HEAVEN and 
less of HELL on earth.

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THE RELIGION OF THE SOUL; OR THE SUPERSENUOUS 
FACTOR OR NATURE. 


After Notes on a Lecture by Prof. F. 
D. Wines at Upper Howe Hall, Sunday, 
March 1, 1908, 3 p. m. 

All Altruists and Mysties, including 
Plotinus, Plato, Schilling, Doehme, even 
down through Emerson to our own day, 
have found in man a Supersenuous Fac- 
tor, or Nature, through which— per the 
Law of Like alone being able to discern 
Like—we, through the Divine Nature, 
Faculties and Attributes indwelling us, 
know God. It is that something deeper 
and beyond Science; that Intuition or 
Insight which beholds and knows God 
through His Nature in us, discerning it- 
self through Spirit Divine, interpreting 
Spiritual Essence in Being. Spirit 
alone can discern and know Spirit or 
Spiritual Wisdom. Schilling says: 
“There is a capacity of knowledge above 
or behind Consciousness and higher than 
the understanding, and that this knowl- 
edge 18 competent to human Reason, be- 
cause. this Reason itself is identical with 
the Absolute. In this act of knowledge, 
which he calls Intellectual Intuition (as 
distinguished from the Intuitions of 
Sense), there exists no distinction of 
Subject and Object, no contrast of 
knowledge with existence; all difference 
is lost in mere indifference, all plurality 
in simple Unity. The Absolute is iden- 
tical with the Reason that apprehends 
it. Decause man is himself a manifesta- 
tion of the Absolute he can know the 
source and essence of his Being only hv 
falling back behind the limits and con- 
ditions of his phenomenal existence, and 
knowing himself as he really is,”—as of 
God, Tis Essence, in Mind, Soul and 
Spirit a manifestation, here and now, in 
this Sphere. He further asserts, “All 
things are God; in Him we live, move 
and have our Being.” Of course the act 
is ineffable, it is the Vision and Faculty 
Divine. Не who is incapable of it is in- 
competent for Philosophy. This is what 

Cousin means by his dostrine of the Im- 
personality of Reason. “That by which 


| apprehend the Truth,” he says, “is not 


MY REASON, nor YOUR REASON, 


but REASON itself, as such, or in ab- 

stract; also the TRUTII ITSELF 

THUS KNOWN, IS NOT MY 

TRUTH, OR YOUR ТИСТИ, 

BUT TRUTH As SUCH, ОК 

THE ABSOLUTE, IDENTICAL 

WITH THE FACULTY WHICH 
APPRENWENDS IT." By this Pro- 
cess we do not do our own thinking. 
Thought is from the very depths of the 
Supersensuous, springs into expression 
from our very Soul Center of Being, is 
a Creative Self-Emanating Process— 
ahove, over, beyond, in and through that 
which is greater than our own Mental 
Objectivity. All our thinking becomes 
at-one-ment then, with All Knowledge 
and Wisdom; is of the Soul, over which 
we have little or no control. It is Reve- 
Jation; it is Abstract Truth; it is Real- 
ity expressed and apprehended as of the 
Absolute. 

Once we have evolved so as to attain 
to the Wisdom that is from this Super- 
senuous realm of the Soul, our thoughts 
partake of the nature from which they 
spring—that of God, or the Absolute; 
they partake of spontaneity, of Intu- 
itiveness or Insight. We are the chil- 
dren of an Heavenly Wisdom; we need 
no longer attempt to direct our Mental- 
ity per Objective Process of Reason to 
determine our Spiritual or Natural Cor- 
respondences; there is an influx of vert 

)eing—continuous righteousness de- 
scending from the very Promogenial 
Body, as of His Essense permeating, 1]- 
lumining and clarifying, as well as rein- 
stating’ per continuous process, our en- 
tire inner and outer Being; the perceiv- 
ing, knowing and realizing, aswell as the 
revealing of Truth and hence the inter- 
pretation of Truth, and, as Emerson re- 
lates: “We must not tamper with the or- 
ganic motion of the Soul.” But we 
must use, utilize and obey the Truth 
would we derive constant benefit and ac- 


cept the fruitions of the thoughts, reve- 
lations and creations as received per the 
Supersensitive Nature through the Mo- 
tions of the Soul. Thought is motive 
proceeding as Motion, Design or Cause 
shaping into forms, things, or ends, to 
meet the exigencies af our existence and 
the necessities of Immortality.» The Re- 
ligion of the Soul, recognizes the neces- 
sity of our Intuitions rising as thoughts 
uttered that action may express in char- 
acter our Spiritual Nature, not for priv- 
ate good alone, but for the good of all. 
We must so attain as to listen, become 
able to be still and hear the Silent Voice 
of the Divine Spirit within each of our 
own Souls, из of ourselves a distinet in- 
tuitive revelation, for to worship God. 
He being Spirit “we must worship Ilim 
in Spirit and in Truth,” meaning 
through the processes guaranteed of His 
own Nature as of and within our own 
Being. "For so to be is the sole inlet of 
so to know." All Mystics practice sit- 
ting alone and listening that they may 
hear Ilis Voice as if from within the 
preeinets of the Soul, not for the pur- 
pose of forcing revelation, but for the 
most high moral good that they—we— 
шау become beneficiaries of as an elc- 
vating etherealizing, healing and uplift- 
ing, as well as Spiritualizing, process; 
the after benefits of which may be not to 
the sitter alone, but to all mankind as 
factors of the One Great Over-Soul. 
The Spanish Mystice, St. Theresa, says: 
“We ought to sit alone and wait for God 
to come to us, in no wise dictating the 
inethod of His coming.” In the same 
Spirit, Eckhart declares that “He that 
is at all times alone is worthy of God.” 
We must not assume an egotistical or all- 
knowing or superior air; we must judge 
of what we receive and test our Intui- 
tions; action, character and results alone 
determine the source of our Intuitive 
knowledge and from whence springs our 
Inspirations; we eun interpose no selfish 
motives, science nor interpretations; we 
must ask no questions for personal ag- 
grandizement or gain; we must prepare 
' to obev and carry into action the decrees 
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as given per the Silent Voice of the 
Soul; we ean hear the speaker but ean 
never behold Tis Face; for Truth comes 
as it listeth, to whom it listeth and when 
and where it listeth, from whence, no 
man may ask or definitely presume to say, 
beyond the fact of the indwelling of the 
Spirit of the Absolute, as of Gol, per- 
mitted, to make Пип and llis NS 
butes mani£est to, in and through our 
Soul Selves as Essence, in Being a Fac- 
tor of Ilim. Eckhart says “that God 


has the substance of all creatures in 
ITimself;" “that Пе is a Being who 


has all Being in Himself,” thus making 
a fundamental postulate for all trans- 
cendentalism and Mysticism, “that all 
things are in God and all things are 
God,” we add, in manifestation and ex- 
pressiveness only, in so far as partaking 
of His Indwelling Spiritual Attributes 
as the Ilhunination. of the Inner, or 
Soul Self, as we do not accept the postu- 
late that “all things are God," believing 
facts contradict such a view of the per- 
fection of forms, things and human Be- 
ings, would be highly presumptuous and 
very misleading. 

The Soul Religion holds that God is 
the life, the Cause of all that is; that 
His Spirit indwells and makes mani- 
fest His Nature, in the shape of a sav- 
ing Nature, the Christ Consciousness; 
but we must be regencrated of Ilis 
Spirit, made alive, born again into a 
Spiritual Kingdom, through a Spiritual 
awakening of the Soul and until that 
rebirth has taken place we are not in 
touch with the Nature which is of Ilim 
and hence cannot partake of all that tlie 
Supersensuous reveals as Truth in and 
through us; for Truth, Abstract Truth, 
is of the One Source of Being and is not 
otherwise possible of expression, lest it 
he through its own Source, Essence or 
Nature. 

The majority of people lose the Spirit 
of а Soul Religion, in the search for 
that Phenomena which gratifics mere 
idle curiosity and seem lost in the ad- 
miration of the Phenomenal produc 
tions of themselves or those of so-called 


Psyehies or Mediums, Pretenders to the 
Divine Excellenees and Mystie Bean- 
ties of the Eternal, Indwelling presence 
of the Divine Nature, as made manifest 
by pure Reason in the Absolute, Do 
you know from whence spring into form 
a majority of the Spirit or Astral 
shadow forms that infest dark Circles? 
Do vou understand the Nature of that 
Subjeetive Mental realm from whence 
most all Phenomena is projected by so- 
allel Manipulators of Psychie Ener- 
gies and Forees? Do you understand 
that from the moment vou become а ro- 
eeptive Entity in Being, during pre-na- 
tal as well as all through the life of the 
Physical Body, that your every thought, 
act or deed is registered as Cellular for- 
mations within the precinets of your 
Subjective Mind? Do you not realize 
the fact that nine out of every ten shad- 
owy forms produeed, as here referred to, 
are the uttering and putting forth of 
what has been so registercd within the 
Subjective Mind of the so-called Me- 
dium or pretended Psychie producing 
the Phenomena, emanations from his 
own Subjective Mental Reali, some 
good, but mostly dangerously evil or 
suggestive. of evil? аке vou ever 
stopped to think that vou are thus the 
reproducer of past sickness, past crimes, 
seen or enacted as experiences by vour- 
self, and that people brought face to face 
with such emanations are in danger of 
infections therefrom, or if produced bv 
yourself, that vou are the ereator of 
your own sickness, evil and sufferings ? 
Did vou ever suffer Smallpox, Searlet 
Fever, Measles, or апу Disease? Do 
you not. know that registered somewhere 
in your Rook of Life, as written bv 
vourself, the experience remains only to 
be awakened and called forth in Astral 
or Thought Body, through Subjective, 
phonograplic repetitionor reproduction, 
and that all murders, witnessed or per- 
formed or thought of by the so-called 
wonderful Phenomena-produecing Me- 
dium may be presented to an audience 
as Spirit Phenomena, greatly to the 
danger and after welfare of not alone 
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the so-called wonder worker. but also, to 
that of each person in attendance 2 We 
have read in Revelation of that ereat 
and wonderful Book of Life, sealed with 
its seven seals, Which no one was found 
worthy to read or able to open and read 
until the Lamb on the great. White 
Throne, through the Spirit of God, was 
called forth, which means the Book of 
vonr own Subjective Mind, the registra- 
tions of the experiences of your earth 
life while vet in the body, and which ean 
he read alone on that dav when having 
finished yonr experiences here and hav- 
ing gained Spiritual Light of the Di- 
vine Spirit, vonr Christ Consciousness, 
as vour Noul Nature, steps forth and 
breaking the Seals of the records of the 
Subjective mind, reads for vou vour own 
Judgments as uttered and written. by 
vour own earth experiences—vour Book 
of Life as kept by yourself.

Soul; we can hear the speaker but сап 
never behold Tis Face; for Truth comes 
as it listeth, to whom it listeth and when 
and where it listeth, from whenee, no 
man may ask or definitely presumeto say, 

beyond the fact of the indwelling of the 
Spirit of the Absolute, as of Gol, per- 

mitted, to make Ilim and Iis im 

butes ES. to, in and through our 
Soul Selves as Essence, in Being a Fac- 
tor of Ilim. Eata says “that God 
has the substance of all creatures in 
ITimself;" “that He is a Being who 
has all Being in Himself,” thus making 
a fundamental postulate for all trans- 
cendentalism and Mysticism, “that all 
things are in God and all things are 
God,” we add, in manifestation and ex- 
pressiveness only, in so far as partaking 
of His Indwelling Spiritual Attributes 
as the Illumination of the Inner, or 
Soul Self, as we do not accept the postu- 
late that “all things are God,” believing 
facts contradict. such a view of the per- 
fection of forms, things and human Be- 
ings, would be highly presumptuous and 
very misleading.

SEVENTH LESSON. 


Spiritual Creative qualities and Men- 
tal Faculties, rightly in universal at-one- 
ment and at unity with each other in the 
completed Man, constitute the rightful 
expression of the Divine, in and through 
the Human. 

In last Month’s Lesson we named the 
Forty-two Facultics which made ex- 
pressive the general trend and tone of 
human character and laid the founda- 
tion for their grouping so as to the bet- 
ter clear the method of their final de- 
velopment for the expression of innate 
Genius, creative thought, purpose and 
power. As WILL constitutes the MO- 
TIVE POWER OF MIND, we shall 
prefer to give it our first consideration. 
The right understanding of the uscful 
application of Will necessitates the com- 
prehension of the group of Faculties 
constituting the make-up of the Will, 
their significance and how to cultivate 
in order to make them act out their al- 
lotted function as factors in the frame- 
work of the Will. Without Will to do 
or to undertake, or to pursue, or to con- 
tinue any given course or in any under- 
taking, the Mind is utterly listless and 
void of all motive power; the Will of 
the Creator, alone, made possible a Uni- 
verse and its after-cortinuous perfec- 
tion, in growth, harmony and continu- 
ity; God WILLED and it WAS, IS, 
and shall continue to BE as WILLED. 
The FIAT was the result of a 
THOUGHT, the ereation of Supreme 
Mind,butuntil WILL eame forth, power 
to make manifest the Creative Thought 
could not and did not exist. So with 
man, he, too, has within him a Superior 
Mind, continuous in the outer form. as 
Objective Mind, yet of the ONE SU- 
PREME MIND A FACTOR; but 
unless this Being, Man, too, in conform- 
ity to, and with, the Divine, has a culti- 
vated, continuous, undeviating Force, 
an emanation, and as power of Mind 
made effective in all undertakings, de- 


sires, words, thoughts or deeds, as 

WILL, in the shape of WILL EN- 

ERGY, he accomplishes little ог noth- 

ing. The WILL, then, becomes of first 

Importance in the teaching of that 

which embraces the intricacies of Su- 
perior Manhood or Womanhood. А 
stubborn relentlessness of Will is not at 
all what Will Energy signifies; we may 
have an iron Will, an unbending, set, de- 
termined Will, yet fail, because of pure 
stubbornness. Mulishness is not proper 
nor best in anything nor on any line of 
thought or action. There is a vital dif- 
ference, then, between Stubborn Will 
and WILL ENERGY; between stand 
still or dead Power and Vitalized, Ac- 
tive, Propelling Force as Life of Power; 
don’t fail to grasp this important differ- 
ence, for one phase is nothingness while 
the other is a continuous process of 
growth, through Will Energy, rightly 
channeled and at work, always so and at 
all times. The WILL of man, to be as 
it should be, must be in conformity to 
and with THE DIVINE WILL. This 
is the real secret of the continuity of 
Purpose as in exact conformity to, and 
with the ALL-GOOD of the One Eter- 
nal Whole, and constitutes the final tri- 
umph of the Superior Man over the 
weaker, as well as over all circum- 
stances or environment. The Faculties 
which go to make up the framework of 
the Human Will we now present as they 
present themselves, in their regular 
order, after which we shall endeavor to 
instruct as to their cultivation, or har- 
monizing, ‘as the case requires. Be- 
fore proceeding, remember to keep clear 
in your mind that a Faculty is not 
Power but makes manifest a peculiar 
act, as to expression, of an element of 
character; “Will is action, while a Tac- 
ulty is the actor;" Will is not a thing 
nor a Substance, but an Energy express- 
ive of Mind as made up of Faculties 
brought into action. Will rises and is 
active as l'aculties exert special forces 
operative in and of it, or it lowers as 
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Faculties are inactive that produce ac- 
tion or energy of Will. 

The Will, to be stable, must have Self- 
Esteem to give Confidence in action; 
Firmness for stability and staying with 
it in action; Combativeness for resist- 
ance and self-preservation; Conscien- 
tiousness for justice and resistance to 
oppression; Destructiveness and Con- 
structiveness are needful for Creative 
Knerev and Continuous push and go-a- 
headitiveness ; Human Natureand Caus- 
ality add Moral Intelligenec, Cause 
and Effeet.. This gives us the principal 
Faculties necessary to a well-backed 
Will and determine the stability and 
usefulness, as well as the possibilities of 
the Will Energies to be calculated ag ex- 
isting in any properly equipped Indi- 
vidual as to his Will. In order to eul- 
tivate a powerful and dependable Will 
we should determine upon what Pacul- 
ties in the foregoing list are normal; 
What are weak and what are abnormal; 
if lacking in self-confidence and push, 
look after Self-Esteem and Destrue- 
tiveness; if lacking in Coneentra- 
tion, after Firmness, Combat- 
iveness, nud Causalitv; if Mulish 
and Stubborn, trv to overcome ab- 
normally large Self-Esteem, Firm- 
ness, Combativeness and  Conseien- 
tiousness, and cultivate uman Nature 
and Causality while quieting down De- 
structiveness; vou can so cultivate and 
Increase the expression ofthe harmoniz- 
ing Faculties and quiet down the Selfish 
and resistant Faculties as to raise or 
lower Will according to the fitness of 
things, and then, once Will is rightly at 
work, all other groups of Faculties ean 
be added to the serviee of the WILL so 
as to greatly alter any abnormal condi- 
tion in Mind; it is the same principle as 
the tuning of an Instrument after vou 
have selected vour tone string, all other 
strings are tuned to express in harmony 
therewith; so with the Will and the 
Faculties, aside from those making up 
the framework thereof, after vou have 
struck the keynote to the Faculties mak- 
ing up the WILL proper, vou must tune

all other Faculties to the right tone, or 
pitel to harmonize with those of the 
WILL; this done, you have things in 
shape for the Mind to produce any de- 
sired results in aceordanee with your 
WILL; if your WILL is rightly toned 
and normally balanced and in tune with 
the WILL of the ONE ETERNAL 
MIND of the CREATOR, vou are then 
im tune with the Infinite and are en- 
abled to have the full realization of the 
benefits derived from Creative WILL, 
and thus are vou enabled to WILL 
things that shall prove. as WILLED, 
and thereby rest assured of, actual re 


sults along all lines in the overcoming of 


eireunistanees, Evils, Siekness, Tear, 
Doubt,or any false condition existing in, 
of, or about vou. He who has Unfolded 
his Soul Self and has in actual expres 
sion Soul Qualities, as of the Subjective 
Mind, and thereby is able to enjoy the 
fruits of Creative Thought, as sent forth 
from his own Superior Inner Mind, the 
result of Spiritual — Illumination can 
soon learn to tune the Faculties of his 
Objective Mind into one harmonious 
Whole, and thus become an overeoner 
in the true sense of the term; thus are 
we enabled to master ourselves and be- 
come masters of human destiny, over- 
turning the decrees of fate and master- 
ing all elementaries to our own eternal 
good.

were far from Salvation: The Spirit's Silent 
Voice we had never heard; the Inner Being 
Was never in evidence; we thought Salva- 
tion, but never FELT Salvation as of our- 
selves. As for the Devil, we lost track of 
his highness some years ago; we don't meet 
any such a person any more: he has con- 
cluded that the name Evil suits him better; 
he is sickness, sorrow, distress of mind, 
worry, fretting, doubt, jealousy. envy, strife, 
and contention, and scolding. and lying and 
slandering and fault-finding. and a thousgnd 
and one other impersonal manifestations, in, 
of, or to us. We cannot entertain such im- 
personal imperfections, since the Omnipres- 
ent Spirit of the Christ has entered the 
Temple of our Being. Where there is Light, 
darkness is not; where good is, there evil 
fails to dwell. 
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Life. like the Spirit of Democraev— 
being that of Washington in our Gov- 
ernment—is the Spirit of the Father 
and Creator of this Universe; or as the 
Spirit of Liberty in Government. frees 
us from bondage, so The Spirit of The 


Father frees us from the chains of 
Death; hence, the Spirit of God is 
LIFE.

Growth is 
the law of Life, Love and Пел; ex- 
pect to grow; expect to grow unto per- 
fection; expect healthy growth. It's 
vour natural right. vou need not refuse 
to place vourself in shape to receive all 
that law sets in regular motion for vour 
best good. Worry is not growth, neither 
is fear, fretting, jealousy, envy or hate; 
the law is growth, henee m order to gain 
vour highest estate and keep it, east out 
all that contraries the laws of vour well- 
doing or well-being. 


Have vou ever read the child's book 
entitled “The Chance World? It de- 


seribes a world in whieh evervthing hap- 
pened by chance. “The sun might rise, 
or it night not; or if might appear at 
any hour, or the moon might eome up 
instead: when children were born thev 
might have a dozen heads or one, and 
those heads might not be on their shoul- 
ders—there might be no shoulders—-but 
arranged about the limbs. If one 
jumped up in the air it was impossible 
to prediet whether he would ever come 
down again. That he came down ves- 
terdav was no guarantee that he would 
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come down next time. For every day 
antecedent and consequent varied, and 
gravitation and everything else changed 
from hour to hour. Today a child’s 
body might be so light it was impossible 
for it to descend from its chair to the 
floor; but tomorrow, in attempting the 
experiment again, the impetus might 
drive it through a three-story house and 
dash it to pieces somewhere near the 
center of the earth.” In the chance 
world cause and effect were abolished. 
Law was annihilated. In such a world 
reason would be impossible, it would be 
a lunatic world.
